•nd they are too much di*poMii to r«- 
ci»»e tbe attention of such fellow*, in 
preJereace to thote of the youacamof 
tWir own country, and io regard to 
whom they have all the MBM of knowl- 
edge, if they do not iminedialely fetstes 
it. When will they Juam the folly of 
such conduct ? When will they learn 
to require more and better evidence in 
regard to tile character of a foreigner 
than they do of their uwn eountryaieu ; 
acid when will they cease to be delight- 
ed at the a'.leiitiuM of such men 1 When 
will lathers and mother* understand 
their duty in regard to §ucli matters,— 
and when will they aid in establishing a 
more wholesome order of ihinga 7 


These arc matters of a vail deal of 


importance, nnd public attention should 
be directed to them, because they arc 
yearly growing worse,—unless sotne^el- 
fort is successfully toade to arrest the 
eVJ, we ibiill soon have no more nation- 
ality, in a social point of view, than did 
'the out-goers of liabcl. spoken of in iho 
'Scriptures. 


Many foreigner* who come to thii 


country, particularly those ol the claw 
of which we have been speaking, readi- 
ly comprehend this weakness of the 
Americans, and they accordingly avail 
themselves ol it; although they are 
often refugees from their own land, nnd 
hare barely escaped the ministers of 
the law, and sought a home in this land 
of freedom, nnd are living upon the lib- 


•1 by different religion*, and who ought 
Ubare distinct and national trait* of 
character and social organization*,—im- 
tttlitlg ihe customs of those nation*. If 
ywa go abroad, and viiit in society there, 
yw can scarcely recogniie the generali- 
ty of Americana by their appearance, 
Mowers, cnnloms or conversation, ei- 
ojp< that the imitation U a little more 
ridiculous than the original. Our young 
men, with few exceptions, imilale the 
dm*, manners, customs, modeofpronun- 
cttv.km, etc., of tlioce among whom they 
are. The Frenchman ia distinct in hi* 
•ocial attributes,—so with the English- 
•an, Spaniard. Italian, German,—and 
U tact those of all other nations. Cut 
the American has no nationality, in this, 
ropect i he ia a compound of all, but 
•ol sufficiently distinct for oao to tell 
precisely wlio or which he is aping.— 
A young American wears the French- 
man's moustache, OMiimo hia drew, 
ape* his manners which give Mm a 
baboonkh air,—acquires the laziness of 


' the Italian, the hautinesi of the English- 


awn,—and practice* the immorality of 
the Frenchman nilh astonUhing facili- 
ty, almost ns ifit wa* natural to him.— 
When a true-hearted and sensible Am- 
•fkan goes abroad, he nlways blushes 
fcr the weakneis oi his countrymen, to 
He them thus 'imitating all manner of 
(•reign folly, instead of representing 
their country honorably and creditably 
•broad, in a plain, honorable and «ub- 
tlantinl Republican manner. 


No American can be admitted into 


Ike first society o( England unless he 
gee* thoroughly accredited from this 
country,—and even then, he progrcnes 
according ns he is judged by experimen- 
tal observation.

matters in America. Some squirt of a 
fellow lands upon our shores, without 
tetters or testimonials of any kind. But 
be drccsca elegantly, wears n mous- 
tache, bows exquisitely, nnd appears to 
ttkderctand alt the little ridiculous form. 
•jla* ol what is termed etiquette in fash 
itoable society. He makes the acquain- 
tance of some foolish young American. 
At a bar-room, at the billiard table, or 
at lime nameless place of ylcowre,— 
and makes himself known as n Coun't.

Or, if i 
it at a hotel, he ushers him inlo the

80. The ladies, that is, very many o 
them,—but we are glad to say not all,—• 
are perfectly delighted at making th 
acquaintance of an actual lire Count 
he shows them all manner of attention 
l«Titei them to ride and sail, and pla 


enlity and charity of our countrymen,— 
•till there ia no abiuc which they do not 
h*ap upon our institution* and people.— 
Their presumption, impudence and vul- 
garity are unbounded, and they do not 
hesitate to insult all whom they come in 
.contact with. Sucli conduct would not 
be, if the American people '.entertained 
.correct riuws in regard to *uch matter*, 
and posseted a proper degree of §el(- 
retpect. 
While we offer a home to Ihe 


opprcised ofall nations, our own con- 
duct should be such as to teach these 
exiles who come among us that they 
miul demean themselves in a proper and 
becoming manner,—and this will never 
be done until the American people have 
a national character, as regards all the 
tocial relations of lilc.
